"address  at  20,  yupier  Gardens,  Kent,  :a\ke  outli  and  say  as  followsi* 

1.  I  was  captured  in  ponan^  on  IS  Dcooi:»ber,  1941  •  and  woe  taken  to 

the  civil  £;aol  there  on  the  caijo  daj  rhoro  I  regained  until  I  vu a  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  unci  at  TnlPIKO  about  the  bocinr.iiiL  of  February  1942.  2nd 
Lieutenants  fc.  GOBID  and  DC1  -1037/  of  the  2/1  Gurkhas  und  F.  T.-TTISOK  of  the 
Leicestershire  Rc&i.xnt  were  also  tekon  to  tho  caol  with  ue.  fl.e  four  of 
us  and  about  6c  British  other  ranks  were  confined  in  ono  roou  whioh  only 
allowed  a  space  of  one  ^ard  per  uftn*  yo  bees  or  furniture  of  any  kid  was 

provided  urjd  re  had  to  sleep  on  tho  boro  stone  floor. 

2*  Our  fcoe  consisted  of  about  12  ounces  of  rice  a  day,  with  an 

infinitosir..al  tusount  ox‘  vc^ot.  bios  nd  without  ny  salt. 

3.  r.-c  sanitary  'JT  ncouor.ts  consisted  of  one,  or  at  tho  i.ost  tro, 
lav; .tories  for  all  of  us.  Tho 00  rare  in  tho  s-uo  roou  iu  which  we  had  to 
oat  cjid  sleep  and  very  soon  the  dr. .ir.o  bec-.io  blocked,  This  resulted  in 
there  boii.j  a  continuous  vilo  stench  in  the  roou.  | 

4,  j  tras  the  senior  officer  in  the  roou  ap.rt  frou  tho  first  day  when 

Kdj.  L.h.  .J'DREKi.f  1/6  Punjab  Re*  i.xr.t,  v;ae  there.  He  was  taker,  aroy  tho 

following  uc.y  and  was  dent  to  the  .x. inland.  There  did  not  appear  to  be  any 

jap  jicso  officer  in  the  c^ol  nd  we  wore  ^uardea  by  the  Jhp.nose  soldiers, 
Sikh  policeuon  and  l-iala;  •.'orders  under  the  conund  of  a  Japanese  KCO.  Vo 
wore  frequently  visited  by  u  Japanese  2nd  Lieutenant  whoso  n.rn  I  do  not 
know,  but  rhou  1  took  to  bo  on  intelligence  off  icon  us  he  frequently 
interrogated  1  m  and  had  also  souothirv;  to  do  with  the  local  broadcasting 
oorvico,  7c  acre  also  occasionally  visited  by  the  Japanese  contender  of 
the  island  whoso  rouo  I  do  not  know  either. 

f$.  Sick  ax n  wore  Lot  a  lic-rcd  tc  leave  tho  root,  and  hod  to  bo  uttende* 

to  there.  Despite  frequont  requests  by  00  to  Japanese  2nd  Lieutenant  and 
tho  Japanese  couxnecr  of  tha  island  that  tho  sick  non  should  be  allowed 
to  i,o  to  hospital  tho  Japanese  refused  to  allow  this,  ro  attention  was 
paid  by  the:,  to  corqilaii.ts  re0ardintj  any  other  ijr.tters  such  as  food, 
sraiitcry  conditions,  otc. 

6.  One  Gay  CSi'  ROBERTS  of  tho  Leicestershire  nod  incut  was  taken  out 

of  the  roou  by  tho  Japanese  guard.  Ho  v;ao  brought  back  within  an  hour 
ir.  a  very  faint  condition.  Ho  shewed  rue  his  injuries  which  consisted  cf 
bruisoc  and  woals.  Ho  told  rue  he  lad  been  boaton  by  a  Japanese  in  front 
of  tl.e  sikh  and  j^.lay  warders,  several  of  rhoru  htd  also  bcatGn  hiuafter- 
wards  on  Japanese  orders’.  f 
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(•  'Tl.ilo  x  was  in  tl.io  roca.;  I  was  frequently  asked  by  the  jr.peneso 

2r.u  Lieutenant  to  broadcast  for  the  Japanese.  *Sion  j  refused  to  do  30  he 
did  not  threaten  t»  in  any  way  or  attom^t  to  use  physical  force. 

/°*  After  1  hud  been  in  this  room  about  3  weeks,  2nd  Lieutenant 

"GOULD  and  I  wore  taken  away  and  put  in  solitury  confinement  in  two  con- 
au.ntu  colls  opposite  oach  other,  re  were  kept  there  for  about  3  weeks. 
Our  food  was  much  the  sane  as  we  had  been  issued  with  bofore.  very  often 
when  the  guards  brought  us  our  food  they  refused  to  open  the  door  to  put 
it  in.  T’-io  meant  that  wo  had  to  take  it  tl'jou^h  tho  bars  of  the  coll  and 
ti  is  necessitated  turning  the  dish  sideways  so  that  any  liquid  in  it  run 
out.  our  latrine  buckets  retained  in  our  cello  all  day  und  ail  night  exes 
for  five  .vinutes  per  day  which  we  were  0iven  to  apty  thee.. 

V«  ^  One  day  within  the  first  two  uooks  of  our  boin&  placed  in  solitar. 
confinement  2r.a  Li  cuter  ant  GOT"LD  wes  taken  away  by  a  Japanese  ^ucxd.  ^ 
fo.7  hours  later  ho  w^3  brou^t  back  und  ho  tola  me  that  he  had  boon  takon 
to  Broadcasting  house  where  he  hod  been  beaten  ur ,  hc  describod  this 
boating  up  to  uo  as  rollers 1  First  of  all  he  s  slapped  in  the  face.  He 
was  then  knocked  unconscious  with  a  blow  froi.  i„j  iron  bar  on  tho  back  of 
the  head  end  brought  round  by  having  n  .tcr  poured  over  hie.  jjert  he  was 
beaten  with  tho  iron  bar  on  the  b-ck  and  finally  ho  wus  blindfolded  and 
orange  sticks  woro  pushed  under  one  of  his  nails,  ho  scid  that  all  this 
had  been  dene  on  the  orders  cf  tho  jupanoso  2nd  Lieutenant  who  uus  prosent 
-  throughout,  H©  showed  me  throi^i  the  bars  of  Ids  Cv.ll  tho  reals  on  his 
bach,  tho  lore©  lump  on  the  bad:  of  his  head  and  a  red  mark  under  one  of 
his  fingernails . j 

10.  After  beint  in  solitary  confinement  for  about  3  weeks  2nd  Lt. 

GOUID  and  1  tocethor  with  the  romaindcr  of  the  prisoners  in  the  <_aol  wore 
transferred  to  XAIPIFG  Gaol.  2nd  Lieu  tenon  to  DO/2 IIT/  und  JV.TTISOK  also 
spent  tho  last  two  cooks  of  our  stay  at  ?LK. J’G  in  solitary  confinement  in 
tho  conaoijned  cells.
